oopulai memory as a part of historv. 
Omdurmau, as the Khalifa's capital, 
tvas the objective of tbe battle, and it 
waa the capture of that city which tbe 
victory secured, while the ruins of 
Khartum wore only a secondary con- 
sideiation, to be subsequently occn- 
!>ie<l. How impossible it is to alter 
the popular name of a battle has been 
=>howti in the case of Waterloo, which 
the French far more correctly call 
Mont St. Jean, where it was fought; 
but the Dnke of Wellington happened 
tu date his, despatchaafcom the village 
•jf Waterloo, some miles off, and tbe 
name has clung to the battle ever since. 
But it is confusing for an historic fight 
to have two names, for readers who 
find in one book a statement that 
Austria iu the war of 1866 was crushed 
at Sadowa, and in an another that her 
eiowmng defeat was at Eoniggratz, 
cannot be expected to know that this

p««rniit. would on the smallest provoea- 
jon cast ihesm ail av ny. There are only 
wo exceptions to that with an American,1 
its religion and the Constitution of iho 
United Stiles. Those two are not hablta 


t all in the Carlyleau sense, but outer 
and inner skins. 
There remains th£ strongest and strang- 


est peculiarity of all, which already dlf- 
erentlates the American completely from 
.ho Englishman, and a hundred years 
i«nce will make of him an entirely sepa- 
rate beint?. Tins American 5s a nervous 
man in the sense in which doctors who 
Mutly constitution use that word. He is 
not neurotic—no man less so—and is prob- 
ably as brave as any man alive, but his 
nerves respond more quickly to his brain 
han tnoKC or any other human being. 
H« feels strongly and Ire feels everything. 
All news comes to him with a sharp, 
cutting Impact. He works mentally under 
pressure, he docs in a day what other 
men do in a week. he. almost realises 
the schoolboy's joke when taunted with 
loo much desire for sleep, that "there are 
,.eople who' «ir. s!ce)p fast." Excitement 
maddens him a little. He is I'.Ke-Dongtas 
Jerrold's ttero who had almost infinite 
wealth, but whenever he wanted to pay 
for anything had to Kive a bit of himself 
to <lo it, till, though each bit was only 
a heavy bank note, he was worn literally 
to skin-and. bone. The result Is that 'the 
American; when very successful or much 
defeated, has a tendency to (lie of nervous 
prostration, to an extent which wakes 
nervous disease a specialty of the greatest 
American physicians. They think, we be- 
lieve, that the tendency is a result Of 
'imperfect aecllraalizaUon," and no doubt 
a course of Europe has -often a wonder- 
fully invigorating effect, but we arc not 
quite convinced that climate is the anly 
cause. At least, if it is. It Is curious .that 
the aborigines should not be possessed of 
moro throbbing nerves, 
and 
that fj»r 
Western farmer, who hns a better climate 
than the New Yorker, should be so much 
more excitable than his rival in the East. 
We are Inclined lo suspect that the <:oa- 
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kinds. Wagons de- 
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dition of so many Americans resembles 
the condition of overtrained men or horses 
•and that activity of brain continued for 
generations is injurious, in a dry climate, 
to bodily health. Be the cause what it 
may, 
the American i* liable to be-cxclted,
